(2) The value of securities not listed on a stock exchange but traded in
the over-the-counter market is the average of the bid and asked price.

(3) The value of securities for which no market information is readily
available is:

(a) For common stock and equivalent securities, the issuer's net worth
divided by the number of outstanding shares multiplied by the number
of shares held.

(b) For preferred stock, the redemption price or, if not redeemable, the
stated value.
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(c) For debt securities, the unpaid balance.

(2) During the partnership's accounting period covering the date for
which the calculation-is-made the-partner; either by prior agreement or
by the partner's best estimate, received or will be entitled to receive 10%
or more of the partnership's not profit or will be credited with 10% or
more of the partnership's net loss.
